Major Pal- 
mer’s report on the project, in-com- 
pliance with a requisition from the 
Government, deals with the subject 
of the three chief objects of the Ob- 
servatury—Astronomy, Mcteorology, 
and Magnetism—separately, and in 
the order mentioned. A few remarks 
on Tidal Observations, and details of 
the financial aspects of the question, 
as regards prime cust aud main- | 
tenance, complete his lucid and ex- 
Jhaustive report. It is, perhaps, a 
trifle tuo discursive at times—drift- 
ing into what would, prima facie, ! 


appear uncalled for channels, as 


may be instanced in the methods 
given for obtaining difference in 
longitude, fixing a metidian mark, 
and. laying out the building, or the 
explanation of cause and effect re 
Time Balls—thus approaching in 
tone and style to some of the recent 
works on elementary practical astro- 
nomy with which the world is being 
inundated. The impression that 
might be created on some minds by 
these and similar items would, per- 
haps, be far from complimentary to 
the attainments of those likely to be 
employed’.on or connected with the. 
scheme from its earliest stage to sub= 
sequent working. But, in justice to 
Major Palmer, it may be well stated 
that, as far'as we can perceive, the 
substance of the document under 
comment, was not-drawn up for pro- 
fessional or scientific men. Its main 
purpose, apparently, is to place with- | 
in reach of “all” information, on 

certain subjects not readily: acces- 

sible, and this intention disarms any 

resentment that’ may have arisen 

from misconception of the. aim held 

in view throughout its ‘composition.

has favoured us with the follewing 
communication upon the proposed 
Hongkong Observatory, which we 
have much pleasure in reproducing 
for the benefit of our readers, We 
donot, of course, necessarily endorse 
_ Mrz. Doyle’s views, but merely submit 
them, in the public interest, as the 
“opinions of a practical man, who has 
had a good deal of experience of the 
matters dealt with... 
In the early part of January last, 
--Mr. Whipple, Superintendent, Kew 
Observatory, circulated the interest- 
ing fact, of world-wide importance, 
that the Kew Committee of the Royal 
Society of London having memo- 
vialised, the Secretary of State, for 
_the Colonies avith reference to the 
establishment of an Observatory for 
mateorological and magnetic pur- 
poses at Hongkong, was gratified by 
the receipt of a favourable reply to 
the effect that the Governor of Hong- 
kong. was authorised to propose a 
vote for the establishment of an Ob-. 
servatory in that Colony. The me- 
morial adverted to, although sub- 
mitted as far back as 1879, was, 
however, anticipated by Governor 
Hennessy, who, in the very first year 
of his administration—two years be- 
. fore the Kew Committce moved in 
' the matter—made a provision in the 
Colonial Estimates for 1877-78 for 
both an Observatory and a Time 
Ball. The vote of $5,000, . then 
' granted, apparently lapsed, but only 
to, berenewed and doubled during the 
current official year. The. present 
‘proposal takes the form of-a more 
elaborate scheme, going far beyond. 
the original scope, intending to em-_ 
-brace, Astronomical, Meteorological, | 


and Magnetic, Observations, as well | 


as investigations.in other branches: of 
physical research—in fact, to use 
Sir John Pope Hennessy’s words, 
“the establishment of a general 
scientific observatory.” ' 

It was fortunate for the Colony,

‘and beneficial to. the intérests” of | 


_an Hibernicism,-on a “ good fault.” | 


Major Palmer’ is a philosophical : 
enthusiast; and we are constrained | 
to record our apprehensions that his 
suggestions, despite their scientific 
merit, are too ambitious for the re- | 
sources of so small-a Colony as! 
Hongkong, where nothing in the 
same line has ever been attempted | 
before, and they are not quiée adapt-: 
ed to the immediate practical wants | 
of the day. The higher refinements 
of, and abstruse investigations in, 
solar and terrestrial physics must give 
way to simpler’ means of recognised 
“ utility ’—otherwise expectations 
may—to.say the least—meet with ; 
disappointment, and the result! 
may. be, different from ‘that origin- 
ally intended. In attempting too 
much we may accomplish very little ; 
and, duubtless, no ohe in Hongkong 
better understands than Major Pal- 
mer himself that, mathematically, 
negative advancement is worse than 
nothing. He naturally ges undue 
prominence to the science for which 
he has'a well known predilection, and 
in the walks of which he has earned a 
well-deserved reputation. 

We regret that Meteorology should ; 
have been relegated to quite a secon- 
dary position in the Report. Consi- 
dering the wide-spread and divers 
interests related to this important 
branch of physical science—its bear- 
ing upon health, influence on agri- 
culture, and importance to the ship- 
ping interests of the world at large, 
it should certainly have taken pre- 
cedence (in the Report)-from the in- 
disputable stand-point of its known 
practical value. This is: acknow- 
ledged_by. the procedure_of_the:Go— 
vernment Meteorological Office at 
Home in reference to the issuing of 
forecasts of the weather gratis to all 
newspapers, That in doing so it 
meets a want may be verified from the 
previous action of the same Office in 
maintaining an evening telegraphic

Pogstth’s long series of eare- 
fully recorded“astrondmical observa- 
tions, takea at Madras, are lying 
useless for the requisite agency for 
reducing them; and the difficulties 
that Perry of Stonyhurst has had to 
overcome in similar matters are well 
known and appreciated by scientists. 
In attempting to imitate the firsé 
observatories in the world—thase of 
‘he Jesuits—there is a possibility of 
It sa- 
yours of presumption ; for that won- 
derful organizition embodies the in- 
tellect of-the world ; its ways are in- 
serutable and resources the highest 
possible. The names of Perry in 
England, Secchi in Italy, and Lafont’ 
in India, are the best guarantee for 
our assertion ; and with this, space 
impels us to subside. We trast that 
our comments will be accepted in 
good part. They have'not been dic- 
tated from the illtberal spirit of ca- 


fair discussion and healthy criticism 
are conducive to much good, parti- 
cularly on a subject whose import- 
ance “on local as well as-Impcrial 
grounds ” is recognised by both the 
Colonial and Home Governments.
